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Disaster Ministries in Action - Spotlight on Uplands Village Residents Rich and Holly Nelson

Rich and Rev. Dr. Holly Nelson, residents of Uplands Village since 2012, each volunteer their time in response to disaster through the 
United Church of Christ's National Disaster Ministries. Rich serves as Disaster Coordinator for the UCC's Southeast Conference, while 
Holly is a Board Certified Chaplain who serves as a Disaster Chaplain for the national church. 

When a disaster strikes in the southeastern U.S., such as the destructive tornadoes that ripped through Alabama in 2011 , Rich begins 
to work with the local Voluntary Organizations Active in Disaster (VOAD), which includes representatives from the Red Cross, FEMA, 
state and local authorities, Church World Service and a host of other groups involved in providing disaster relief. Together they 
determine what organizations are already providing relief, what resources they bring, what is still needed to help those who have been 
affected, and how best to coordinate all of these resources.

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The UCC Increases Support to New and Renewing 
Churches 

The United Church of Christ has doubled its investment 
in the future this past fall in new and renewing 
churches. UCC Local Church Ministries is funding 27 
new, renewing and multiplying congregations with 
grants totaling $458,000 - which is twice the number of 
congregations and money invested by LCM in previous 
biannual funding cycles - to plant progressive faith 
communities in different corners of the country and 

support young churches early in their ministry. 

These new grants continue to support many of the 
church plants in the Southeast Conference, including 
Praxis UCC in Atlanta and Restoration Inclusive 
Ministries in Decatur, who received grants in this round 
of funding. This is in line with the National UCC vision 
of creating new churches across the country, 
highlighted at the Testimony! event at this year's 
General Synod.

It appears that I'm now past the half- 
way point of my interim work among 
i you. Since I first left Montana on July 
21 to begin my time with you, I have 
driven many miles and visited 30 of 
I our SEC congregations plus 3 
I possible new settings. I most 1 
won't make it to all of our 
congregations, but by now I've 
experienced enough to have a basis 
for some general observations. I want to share some of these 
with you, but first I want to put them in context with this 
season of Advent and this special time in world history when 
we honor the legacy of Nelson Mandela. 

I have always enjoyed one of the key rituals of Advent: the 
lighting of candles and the naming of the hopes these 
symbolize for us: The lighting of the first candle symbolizes 
expectation, the second symbolizes hope, the third joy and 
the fourth purity. The Christ candle is lit on Christmas Eve 
or Christmas Day reminding Christians that Jesus is the light 

of the world. And when I think about that white candle I'm 
always reminded of the words from John 1: 4-5: ...in him 

was life, and the life was the light of all people. The light 
shines in the darkness, and the darkness did not overcome it. 
fNRSV) 

From time to time in human history special people emerge 
who more than most embody the attributes which our 
Advent candles symbolize. The latest such person was 
Nelson Mandela, and you have no need I'm sure for me to 
describe the light that shined in his life - the news has been 
full of abundant deserved praise and comments. But the one 
thing I do want to share are some points that have been made 
by Andrew Young as he has reflected upon his personal 
friendship with Mandela in more than one response to 
media: 

... it's a mistake to look at former South African President 
Nelson Mandela as a political figure and forget how his 
strong religious beliefs sustained him... He was extremely

You can take advantage of a current tax law to give 
contributions of appreciated stock or contributions from 
an IRA directly to your local congregation or the 
Southeast Conference. 

As of December 1, 2013, the IRA Charitable Rollover is 
valid only through December 31 of 2013. Congress can 
act to extend the tax provision, but there is no 
indication that will happen. 

* Donors must be age 70 Vi or older at the time the 
IRA distribution is made to a qualified charity. 

* Distributions must be made before Jan. 1, 2014. 

* The distributions must be made directly from the IRA 
custodian to a charity or charities. 

* The amounts distributed from an IRA as qualified 
charitable distributions are excluded from the Adjusted 
Gross Income of the taxpayer, so no tax is due on the 
distribution. 

* An individual taxpayer may make tax-free IRA 
distributions of any amount up to a total of $100,000 
for 2013. 

* The distributions may be made at any time 
throughout the year and to as many charities as 
desired as long as the total does not exceed $100,000 
for 2013. 

* IRA owners over age 70 Vi are forced to take 
required minimum distributions. The good news is that 
qualified charitable IRA distributions are counted up to 
the $100,000 maximum to satisfy the annual required 
minimum distribution. 

* Qualified charitable distributions may be made from 
traditional IRAs but not from SEP IRAs or SIMPLE IRAs. 

* The donor does not receive a double tax benefit when 
making tax-free IRA distributions to qualified charities.

Tax Exempt Status for Ministers Deemed 
Unconstitutional 
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taxpayer's Adjusted Gross Income, a deduction as a 
charitable contribution is not also allowed. 

* The charity in receipt of a qualifying charitable 
distribution from an IRA must provide a 
"contemporaneous written acknowledgement" or the 
taxpayer risks losing the tax-free treatment. 

Those who want to give in this way are strongly 
encouraged to consult with their personal financial and 
tax professionals.

that declared the law that allows ministers to receive a 
tax-exempt housing allowance to be unconstitutional. 
It is important to note that this ruling will not go into 
effect unless the decision is upheld during the appeals 
process, which could take several months. The Office 
of General Counsel prepared a press release with more 
information about the ruling, which is available by 
clicking here.
